5 nations; 17 dead

Earthquakes hit Iran, the Philippines, 
Greece and Japan and one was reported in 
China during the weekend and today. A 
volcano erupted in Indonesia. Casualties 
reported were 17 dead and 32 injured in 
northeast Iran. 
A duty officer at the National Earthquake 
Information Center in Golden, Colo., said he 
believed there was no connection among the 
weekend quakes. 
The Iranian quake occurred Sunday 
morning (11:01 p.m. EST Saturday) and 
registered 6.2 on the Richter scale. Most of 
the casualties 
were reported 
in the 
mountain village of Vandik, 400 miles 
northeast of Tehran, where all of the ISO 
mudbrick houses collapsed. 
At least 10 more tremors were reported in 
the area today and another at Lorestan, in 
, southwest Iran, the national radio and 
television said. No further casualties or 
damage was reported. 


The Hong Kong observatory reported a 
quake in southwest China early Sunday 
morning (1:07 p.m. EST) measuring 6.3 on 
the Richter scale. The observatory said the 
epicenter 
was about 970 
mile west- 
northwest of Hong Kong and about 205 miles 
northwest of Kumming. There was no 
confirmation from the Chinese and no 
report of casualties or damage. 
A quake measuring 6.3 on the Richter 
Scale shook the eastern half of Midanao 
island in the southern Philippines early to­ 
day (12:11 p.m. EST Sunday), and a mild 
quake was felt in western Mindinao 3*/2 
hours later, but there was no report on 
casualties or damage. 
Philippine officials described the tremors 
as an aftershock of the Moro Gulf quake in 
August that killed at least 3,000 persons and 
left 3,000 more missing, many from tidal 
waves that swept the coastline after the 
main quake. 
Tidal wave warnings were issued by the 
government

earthquake today, but no waves have been 
reported. 
The Philippine government said it had 
flown 5,000 pounds of relief goods, including 
medicine, to northeast Mindanao. 
The epicenter of the quake was 530 miles 
southeast of Quezon City, about 15 miles off­ 
shore of the province of Surigao del Sur. 
Five quakes jolted Salonika, the capital of 
northern Greece, Sunday night and this 
morning. Most of the city’s half a million 
people spent the night out of doors, but 
police said there were no casualties and no 
serious damage. 
The most severe of the shocks had a 
reading of 3.4 on the Richter Scale. Amateur 
radio operators added to the panic with 
broadcasts of rumors of heavy damage in 
the suburbs. Long lines of cars left the city 
despite government pleas to everyone to 
return home.

They said they think the Peurto Rico policy 
must be reversed because they feel the e 
onomic “pause” appears to be more than a 
temporary phenomenon. 
“The slowdown is gaining so much 
momentum it is scaring everybody,” said 
one participant. 
The economists called on the big-three 
industrial nations — the United States, West 
Germany and Japan — to become “engines 
of world economic recovery” by expanding 
their economic activity. 
Philip H. Tresize of Brookings, who 
chaired the conference, said the outlook is 


"discouraging" 
for 
the less-developed 
countries, 
which are faced with a 
prospective oil-cartel price increase next 
month. 
He singled out the big-three industrial 
powers as “locomotive” countries that can 
pull smaller ones along to a healthier 
economic climate. He said that to ac­ 
complish this the industrial giants have an 
obligation to stimulate their own economies 
at home. 
The 17 economists, from the United 
States, Canada, Japan, Germany, Great 
Britain, France and Italy, argued that the 
big three possess enough idle resources of 
plant capacity and labor to permit “a

inflation.”

A few weeks ago, this space was devoted to a 
discussion of the current movement to unionize the 
American armed forces. 
The point was made then — and is re-emphasized now 
— that military service should not be equated with ac­ 
cepted labor- management practices. The ultimate 
weapon of labor is the strike, and the idea of a strike by 
the military, no m atter how remote, is intolerable. 
That article produced a torrent of mail from readers. 
Most agreed with the central point, but many argued that 
the arm ed forces are being doublecrossed by Congress 
and the Department of Defense. 
That is, indeed, a serious charge. 
It is one thing to say that people who volunteer for 
military service forgo the accepted “rights” of civilian 
workers. But, in so saying, it should be understood that 
“management” — in this case Congress and the 
Government — must keep faith 
with those they recruit. 
If that faith is broken it is understandable that ser­ 
vicemen and women will feel cheated by the uniforms 
they wear. 
In line with this thought, a retired Navy officer wrote: 
“My almost daily discussions with active- duty per­ 
sonnel indicate a deep sense of bitterness, disap­ 
pointment, resentment and general distrust of both 
Congress and the Department of Defense. The reasons, I 
believe, are in part due to the constant erosion of the 
benefits and entitlements long believed a part of the 
military m an’s career.” 
Another retired officer, an Army colonel, agreed with 
the idea that a unionized military would be self- defeating 
from a defense stand-point, but stressed: 
“It, of course, must be understood and accepted by 
each citizen of our great republic that rewards and 
benefits 
promised 
by 
them 
through their elected 
representatives in Congress to those Americans who 
volunteer to enter our national security forces and accept 
the discipline of a single command as the defenders of 
America must be provided exactly as promised. ” 
From a serviceman still on active duty : 
“The only reason, and the moving reason, why we in 
the active military are being forced to not just consider 
unions but to move toward them is the virtual aban­ 
donment of us by our traditional ‘father’ in Washington, 
the Congress. 
“We never needed unions in the past because Congress 
was always there to watch out for us and protect us. 
“In recent years, Congress has largely abandoned us. 
They have started removing our compensation in pay 
and benefits left and right with no trade-off. With no one 
to look out for us any more, or help us any more, but 
rather those who should be looking out for us turning out 
to be the very ones who are destroying us, we have to 
come up with an alternative protector. 
“What can that be but a union? ” 
Who out of service can say whether these complaints 
are justified? In a recent speech, the Strategic Air 
Commander, Gen. Russell E. Dougherty, said: 
“We must be on guard not to oversell, as a huckster 
would, benefits of a service life — by overemphasis on 
the good pay, health care, vacation benefits, the early 
retirement 
and 
opportunities 
for 
travel. 
These 
misrepresent our service as one prolonged vacation — 
and we know it isn’t. ” 
Has the military population really been sold a bill of 
goods by Congress and the Defense Department? Right 
or wrong, it is obvious many think so, and their com­ 
plaints should be heeded. 
A unionized armed force makes no sense as a front line 
of national security. But neither does a disgruntled and 
disillusioned armed force. It is a situation that needs 
urgent attention by Washington.

DON’T BAN 
SMOKE DETECTOR 
There are times when the zeal of consumerists to 
protect everyone from every conceivable hazard borders 
on the irresponsible, if it does not indeed cross the line. 
The Public Citizen Health Research Group, a Ralph 
Nader organization, has asked the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to recall ionization type smoke 
detectors and to ban their further manufacture. 
Ionization detectors, which contain a minute amount of 
radioactive material, are considered to be the most ef­ 
fective kind of smoke detector. They are presently in 
about four million homes. 
If people abandon the protection these detectors afford 
out of “unjustified apprehension and confusion” caused 
by the so-called consumer advocates or public interest 
groups, they could expose their families to death from 
fire and smoke that claim thousands of victims each 
year, warns Charles Morgan, president of the National 
Fire Protection Association. 
Hie facts, he says, blow Public Citizen’s case right out 
of the water. 
He cites a Nuclear Regulatory Commission report that 
annual radiation exposure from daily life activities is 200 
times the amount a person would get from an ionization 
detector — if the person remained within 10 inches of the 
detector for eight hours a day for a year. 
It would take 10 years of such detector exposure to 
equal the radiation a person received from a single 
round-trip flight across the United States. 
Weigh this in the balance against the fact that an 
average of 33 people die and 820 are seriously burned in 
the United States every day of the year. 
One sometimes gets the impression that the social 
dogooders are determined to save us if they have to kill 
us in the process.

FEDERAL PENSION COSTS 
After 
reading 
the 
article 
written by Sid Taylor, National 
T axpayers 
Union research 
director which was in the record 
of the Senate Budget Committee 
hearings on the government’s 
pension 
programs, 
we 
are 
alarmed by soaring costs and 
deficits in Federal retirement, 
pension and annuity programs. 
As of March, 1976, and even on 
a 
static 
assumptions 
basis 
(eliminating future pay raises 
and CPI pension increases), the 
unfunded liability or actuarial 
deficit for these programs now 
totals over $499 billion. 
In actuarial terms, the U.S. 
Government is now bankrupt. 
There is no tax- base or revenue 
source available to reduce these 


massive unfunded liabilities. 
Pension fund deficits at $499 
billion are above and apart from 
our national debt- now around 
$600 billion. The issue is no 
longer “collective bargaining” 
by organized labor and military 
lobbies 
in 
Washington, 
but 
rather “collective solvency" for 
our 
national 
economy. 
The 
American taxpayers can no 
longer afford or support a 
Federal pay- pension machine 
that 
is 
indexed 
and 
com­ 
puterized 
to autom atically 
escalate costs and deficits each 
year. 
Collective 
bargaining 
for 
government pay and pensions 
has become a two- legged stool. 
Labor unions and agency of­ 
ficials sit down at the table each 
year and make billion dollar 
contracts at taxpayers’ expense. 
Both parties in the negotiations 
have a vested interest in pay and 
pension increases. The taxpayer 
is seldom if ever represented. 
The 
two- 
legged 
stool of 
collective bargaining is about to 
topple- for economic reasons. 
There are not enough taxpayers 
in America to pay the bill. The 
U.S. Postal Service is a classic 
exam ple 
of 
collective 
bargaining run amuck. About 85 
per cent of the deficit- ridden 
Postal System budget is now 
consumed by pay and pensions.

developed in the defense budget. 
Military payroll is eating up 
combat firepower. Around 1970,

through endless automatic pay

increases.

Pentagon General now has an 
annual compensation (pay plus 
benefits) of around $54,611. 
The

of the woman 
welfare recipient in Chicago 
who allegedly used 80 names, 30 
addresses, 12 Social Security 
cards plus veteran’s benefits 
from four nonexisting husbands 
to collect over $100,000 tax- free 
is merely one example of "how 
to beat the system.” However, 
the real problem in Federal 
annuity programs is that there 
is no "system.” The benefits are

grabs. 
The 
average 
D.C. 
G overnm ent 


police or fire officer who retired 
last year will be paid $699,000 in 
pension funds over his or her 
lifetime for a pension fund 
contribution of about $11,400. 
Military retirees are even more 
expensive. 
They 
contribute 
nothing 
into 
the m ilitary 
retirement fund ($172 billion 
deficit) and can retire at age 38 
after 20 years of service. A lone 
military retiree, his dependents 
and survivors may eventually 
draw over $1 million in lifetime 
benefits. To illustrate this point, 
in pension terms, we are still 
paying for the Civil War. V.A. 
checks are still paid to 175 
widows and 200 dependents- 
children of Civil War veterans. 
On top of this, we have about 
104,000 military retirees (Double 
Dippers) in Federal Civil Ser­ 
vice jobs collecting dual com­ 
pensation (pay plus pension). 
Some net as much as $50,000 a 
year. Ironically, this new breed 
of “unretired- retired” Federal 
bureaucrat is not only paid

Reagan’s Last Hurrah 
Is Still to Be Heard 
by Jack Anderson

WASHINGTON ~ Ronald 
Reagan’s great moment, as he 
came close to displacing an in­ 
cumbent president before a 
wildly cheering Republican con­ 
vention last August won’t be his 
last hurrah. The darling of the 
conservatives is quietly planning 
a political comeback. 
The plans took focus as 
Reagan dutifully campaigned 
for the man who had defeated 
him for the presidential nomina­ 
tion. At first, he flirted with the 
idea of forming a third party if 
President Ford lost the election. 
But he rejected this idea as im­ 
practical. 
Instead, he persuaded himself 
that he could use the GOP fra­ 
mework to restructure the party 
into a conservative bastion. He 
has decided to try, therefore, to 
Reaganize the Republican Par­ 
ty- 
Reagan has comided his plans 
to a few intimates, who are 
rarin’ to begin the new crusade. 
“We came out of Kansas City 
with 3,000 trained workers," one 
associate told us. “Our lists are 
intact. We’ve got tenative meet­ 
ings in mind for December and 
January.” 
One meeting would be held in 
the West, perhaps Phoenix, the 


other in the South. “Count on it, 
Ronald Reagan will be an ac­ 
tivist” promised the associate. 
Another top aide from the 
Reagan campaign pointed out 
that the charismatic former 
California governor unques­ 
tionably is the spiritual leader of 
the conservatives. Two other na­ 
tional conservative leaders, Sen. 
Barry Goidwater, R.-Ariz., and 
Sen. John Tower, R.-Tex., lost a 
lot of their credibility with con­ 
servatives by supporting Presi­ 
dent Ford at the Republican 
convention, the aide said. 
A third Reagan lieutenant, 
while not ruling out a final shot 
at the White House by the 65- 
year-old Reagan, suggested that 
they might merely build a base 
for a younger candidate to pick 
up the conservative banner. In­ 
deed, our source indicated that a 
search has already begun for a 
bright, tough, young conserva­ 
tive whom Reagan might groom 
for the GOP nomination in 1980. 
Reagan’s friends told us that 
his decision to forego a placid 
private life and return to the po­ 
litical turmoil was reached in 
the middle of the Ford-Carter 
campai&i. 
Reagan made more than 25 
campaign appearances ostensi­ 


bly to help Ford but more poin­ 
tedly to push conservative Re­ 
publicans who had risked their 
political necks to support him 
against an incumbent 
Reagan sensed that the hy­ 
steria of past conservative 
revivals had been replaced by a 
more stable affection and trust 
for their spiritual leader. At the 
same time, he frit that the presi­ 
dent was blurring some of the 
issues in an appeal to the 
amorphous middle-of-the-road 
voters. So Reagan decided to try 
to give the electorate a cold, 
clean choice in 1980. 
PARTY GIRLS: This is a 
postscript to the sex-in-Washing* 
ton scandals. The Republicans 
used the issue against the Demo­ 
crats during the campaign For 
mo6t of the congressmen who 
had been caught dallying had 
been Democrats. 
At the Election Night gala for 
Gerald Ford and Bob Dole, the 
Republican hordes listened to 
speeches in the main ballroom of 
Washington’s Sheraton-Park 
Hotel about the moral decay of 
the Democratic Congress. 
But in the hospitality suites 
upstairs, visiting Republican 
bigwigs freely partook of the 
same moral decay. We sent our 
reporter Howard Rosenberg to 
check out the reports of partying 
in the Republican bedroom 
suites. 
Posing as a cam paign 
celebrant from the Midwest, he 
followed the joyous sounds to a 
lush suite where a party was 
hosted by a Ford Committee 
contractor. 
Hie happy host led guests to 
various party girls, urging each 
girl, in turn, to “take care of my 
friend.”

Footnote: A campaign spokes­ 
man assured us that the Ford of­ 
ficials were unaware that any­ 
one associated with the commit­ 
tee was providing feminine com­ 
panionship for the visitors. 
PRIVILEGED ARABS: 
The State Department has 
quietly cut off special privileges 
that had been granted to Arab 
students in this country. For 
more than 20 years, students 
from Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 
were admitted on A-2 visas, 
which are normally reserved for 
foreign officials and heads of 
state. No other foreign students 
received this special status. 
The Saudi and Kuwaiti stu­ 
dents were singled out for 
preferential treatment because 
at first, they were all members 
of royal families.

WASHINGTON - It was late 
election 
night,

realized 
Jerry 
Ford would lose, when Jimmy 
Carter reached for his Atlanta 
hotel phone and called labor 
chief George Meany. Talking as 
the new head of a sovereign 
state to the old president of 
another, the man from Plains 
said thanks for everything. The 
labor leader took the call at the 
George Meany Center for Labor 
Studies in SUver Spring, Md., 
where he will teach when he 
retires next year. 
Early 
Wednesday 
morning 
President-elect 
Carter 
told 
folks,

organization any candidate ever 
had." Damn right. 
That organization was labor’s 
and George Meany’s. Without it 
the Georgian would have lost 
New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and Texas to name a few.

printed 890,000 newspapers in 
color. He hit the districts with 
his own computerized drive. He 
d is tr ib u t e d 
600,000 
“doorhangers” - come on out 
and vote, etc. He put on 3,000 
election day labor puller-outers. 
Today Mr. Carter tops President 
Ford in Ohio by about 702 votes. 
A switch of some 500 voters 


would have made the difference. 
Or the failure of 1,000 unionists 
to show... 
And over in Pennsylvania, 
when Gov. Carter’s speeches 
were drawing more yawns than 
supporters, the labor COPE 
chiefs decided

ON THE OTHER HAND—

A few weeks ago, this space was devoted to a 
discussion of the current movement to unionize the 
American armed forces. 
The point was made then — and is re-emphasized now 
— that military service should not be equated with ac­ 
cepted labor- management practices. The ultimate 
weapon of labor is the strike, and the idea of a strike by 
the military, no matter how remote, is intolerable. 
That article produced a torrent of mail from readers. 
Most agreed with the central point, but many argued that 
the armed forces are being doublecrossed by Congress 
and the Department of Defense. 
That is, indeed, a serious charge. 
It is one thing to say that people who volunteer for 
military service forgo the accepted “rights” of civilian 
workers. But, in so saying, it should be understood that 
“management” — in this case Congress and the 
Government — must keep faith 
with those they recruit. 
If that faith is broken it is understandable that ser­ 
vicemen and women will feel cheated by the uniforms 
they wear. 
In line with this thought, a retired Navy officer wrote: 
“My almost daily discussions with active- duty per­ 
sonnel indicate a deep sense of bitterness, disap­ 
pointment, resentment and general distrust of both 
Congress and the Department of Defense. The reasons, I 
believe, are in part due to the constant erosion of the 
benefits and entitlements long believed a part of the 
military man’s career.” 
Another retired officer, an Army colonel, agreed with 
the idea that a unionized military would be self- defeating 
from a defense stand-point, but stressed: 
“It, of course, must be understood and accepted by 
each citizen of our great republic that rewards and 
benefits 
promised 
by 
them 
through their elected 
representatives in Congress to those Americans who 
volunteer to enter our national security forces and accept 
the discipline of a single command as the defenders of 
America must be provided exactly as promised. ” 
From a serviceman still on active duty: 
“The only reason, and the moving reason, why we in 
the active military are being forced to not just consider 
unions but to move toward them is the virtual aban­ 
donment of us by our traditional ‘father’ in Washington, 
the Congress. 
“We never needed unions in the past because Congress 
was always there to watch out for us and protect us. 
“In recent years, Congress has largely abandoned us. 
They have started removing our compensation in pay 
and benefits left and right with no trade-off. With no one 
to look out for us any more, or help us any more, but 
rather those who should be looking out for us turning out 
to be the very ones who are destroying us, we have to 
come up with an alternative protector. 
“What can that be but a union?” 
Who out of service can say whether these complaints 
are justified? In a recent speech, the Strategic Air 
Commander, Gen. Russell E. Dougherty, said: 
“We must be on guard not to oversell, as a huckster 
would. benefits of a service life — by over emphasis on 
the good pay, health care, vacation benefits, the early 
retirement 
and 
opportunities 
for 
travel. 
These 
misrepresent our service as one prolonged vacation — 
and we know it isn’t.” 
Has the military population really been sold a bill of 
goods by Congress and the Defense Department? Right 
or wrong, it is obvious many think so, and their com­ 
plaints should be heeded 
A unionized armed force makes no sense as a front line 
of national security But neither does a disgruntled and 
disillusioned armed force. It is a situation that needs 
urgent attention by Washington.

SMOKE DETECTOR 
There are times when the zeal of consum ensts to 
protect everyone from every conceivable hazard borders 
on the irresponsible, if it does not indeed cross the line. 
The Public Citizen Health Research Group, a Ralph 
Nader 
organization, has asked the U.S. 
Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to recall ionization type smoke 
detectors and to ban their further manufacture. 
Ionization detectors, which contain a minute amount of 
radioactive m atenal, are considered to be the most ef­ 
fective kind of smoke detector. They are presently in 
about four million homes 
If people abandon the protection these detectors afford 
out of "unjustified apprehension and confusion" caused 
by the so-called consumer advocates or public interest 
groups, they could expose their families to death from 
fire and smoke that claim thousands of victims each 
year, warns Charles Morgan, president of the National 
Fire Protection Association. 
The facts, he says, blow Public Citizen’s case right out 
of the water 
He cites a Nuclear Regulatory Commission report that 
annual radiation exposure from daily life activities is 200 
times the amount a person would get from an ionization 
detector — if the person remained within 10 inches of the 
detector for eight hours a day for a year. 
It would take 10 years of such detector exposure to 
equal the radiation a person received from a single 
round-trip flight across the United States. 
Weigh this in the balance against the fact that an 
average of 33 people die and 820 are seriously burned in 
the United States every day of the year, 
(hie sometimes gets the impression that the social 
dugooders are determined to save us if they have to kill 
us in the process

WASHINGTON (AP) - Wom­ 
en increased their ranks in 
state legislatures from 8 per 
cent to 9.1 per cent in last 
Tuesday’s election, for a new 
total of 685 seats. 


“ It’s progress — but not very 
fast progress,” 
said Betsey 
Wright, director of the National 
Women’s 
Education 
Fund, 
which has been compiling sta­ 
tistics on women at state and 
local levels since 1974.

Bakken was especially upset because the Cardinals’ 
offense was flat in the first half, and the Eagles had a 7-0 
lead. 
Bakken, center Tom Brahaney and holder Roger 
Wehrli went to school on the sidelines. 
“We talked about what had happened,” Bakken ex­ 
plained. “ We took a couple of snaps. We got it all back 
together again.” 
The practice paid off. The Cardinals had a fourth down 
at the Eagles seven-yard line with 8 minutes, 22 seconds 
left in the fourth period and the score tied 14-14. Out came 
Bakken, Brahaney and Wehrli again. 
This time there was no room for error. Brahaney made 
a perfect snap. Wehrli set the ball down and Bakken 
kicked. It was good, and carried St. Louis to a 17-14 
victory. Last week, a Bakken field goal in overtime gave 
the Cardinals a three-point triumph over San Francisco.

Boryla scrambled 21 yards to 
the 12, and Dave Hampton eventually scored on a six- 
yard sprint. Horst Muhlmann kicked his second con­ 
version with 14:56 left in the game. 
St. Louis drove to the winning field goal after taking 
over on its 45-yard line following a punt with 10:47 left. On 
second down, quarterback Jim Hart tossed a sideline 
pass to wide receiver Ike Harris, and with guard Conrad 
Dobler clearing the way, the play went 40 yards to the 
Eagles’ 11.

November 13-21 and if the ar­ 
chery season is any indication, 
the gun season should be a huge 
success. 
Through the first month of the 
archery 
season, 
bowhunters 
took 1,235 deer or about the 
same as in the similar period in 
1975 when gun hunters set a 
harvest 
record 
of 
51,823 
animals. 
Regulations are somewhat 
more restrictive this season 
which should hold down the total 
bag, but the Missouri deer herd 
is in excellent condition. 
Units One, Four, Seven and 
Ten will be bucks • only the 
entire season. Unit One is north­ 
west Missouri, Four is west- 
central, Seven southwest and 
Ten the Bootheel. All units are 
bounded by major highways. 
Units Two (north- central) 
and Three (northeast) will be 
bucks only November 13-19 and 
any-deer November 20-21. Units 
Five (central), Six (east - 
central), Nine(southeast) and 
Twelve (east- central along 
Missouri River) will be bucks - 


only with a quota on anterless 
deer. Permits for anterless deer 
already have been drawn for 
and issued. 
Units Eight (central Ozarks) 
and Eleven (eastern Ozarks) 
will be bucks only November 13- 
19 and November 21, with one 
day of any deer hunting 
November 20. 
The boundary between Units 
Four and Five has changed. The 
new Unit Four boundary will be 
the Kansas line on the west, 1-70 
Highway on the north, 1-44 to the 
south and Highway 65 from 1-70 
south to Highway 52, then High­ 
way 52 south to Highway 71, then 
Highway 71 south to 1-44. 
Shooting hours are 6:30 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. Central Standard 
Time. The archery season is 
closed to bowhunters with a bow 
tag during the gun season, 
though they may hunt deer on a 
gun tag with their bows. 
All deer must be tagged 
(farmers hunting under the 
farmer regulation must make a 
tag with their name, address 
and date), and all deer must be 
checked on the day taken either 
in the county where taken or an 
adjoining one.
